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TETANUS TOXOID 

ALUMINUM PHOSPHATE ADSORBED 



For active immunization against tetanus 


DOSAGE: For primary immunization, two doses of 0.5 cc. 
each, injected intramuscularly at four to eight week inter¬ 
vals, followed by a third injection of 0.5 cc. one year later. 


Composition 

Tetanus Toxoid Aluminum Phosphate Adsorbed, Wyeth, 
is a refined toxoid. Refinement is accomplished by methods 
perfected through the research division of Wyeth Laboratories. 
These new methods of refinement eliminate at least 97 per cent 
of the nonspecific nitrogen, yet the antigen remains unchanged. 
Highly purified toxoids are desirable since they contain con¬ 
siderably less non-toxoid bacterial proteins and broth constitu¬ 
ents which are capable of producing allergic or side reactions 
in their own right. Also highly purified toxoids increase the 
efficiency of mineral adjuvants since both the impurity and 
toxoid proteins compete for adsorption on to the mineral carrier. 
Adsorption of this highly purified antigen on a definite pre¬ 
determined quantity of aluminum phosphate, a mineral 
adjuvant, prolongs and enhances the antigenic properties by 
retarding the rate of absorption. Aluminum phosphate has been 
shown to be a superior mineral carrier of antigen by various 
investigators both as regards immune response and incidence of 
local reaction to administration. 1 2 > 3 

The purity of tetanus toxoid is expressed as Lf (units of 
flocculation) per mg. of protein nitrogen. The new Wyeth 
methods of refinement of tetanus toxoid result in a purity no 
less than 1500 Lf per mg. of protein nitrogen. This compares 
with crude fluid toxoids (Ramon) which contain approximately 
20 to 60 Lf per mg. of protein nitrogen and alum precipitated 
toxoids which have a purity of approximately 250 Lf per 
mg. nitrogen. 

Indications 

"Everyone should be actively immunized against tetanus. ”4 
This is especially true since approximately 50 per cent of 






cases of tetanus infection occur in patients where the wound 
was of such minor consequence that passive immunization with 
Tetanus Antitoxin was not considered necessary or so minor 
that medical advice was not even sought. 5 However, if a patient 
has been adequately actively immunized with tetanus toxoid, 
this almost never happens. This is borne out by experience in 
the Armed Forces during World War II. Only fifteen cases of 
tetanus occurred in over 2,500,000 wounded American Troops 
and of these, only six had received the full immunizing course. 6 

Active immunization against tetanus is indicated in all 
children and in those adults who are frequently exposed to 
abrasions or other traumas. 7 Tetanus immunization is especially 
indicated in those individuals sensitive to horse serum whether 
it be either natural sensitivity or acquired as a result of previous 
injections of horse serum 7 - 8 and in those persons such as farm 
workers and other occupations associated with horses. 8 

Administration and Dosage 

Two doses of 0.5 cc. each injected intramuscu’arly with an 
interval of four to eight weeks between injections. Although 
it is usually advisable to immunize children with Triple Antigen, 
Diphtheria and Tetanus Toxoids and Pertussis Vaccine Com¬ 
bined Aluminum Phosphate Adsorbed, the individual antigen 
tetanus toxoid may be used if preferred in the same dosage as 
above. There is ample evidence that infants immunized with 
tetanus toxoid show an excellent response, even when injec¬ 
tions are started at the third and second month of life. 4 > 9 . 10 

A booster of 0.5 cc. is indicated one year after completion of 
the primary immunization and at four to five year intervals 
thereafter. Should injury occur, a 0.5 cc. booster is indicated 
unless the last routine booster was given within the preceding 
three months. In the event of injury where any possible con¬ 
tamination with tetanus organisms or spores is likely, at a time 
(1) during the course of immunization or in a period within two 
months after the last primary immunizing dose or (2) after five 
years or more have elapsed since completion of the primary 
immunization or the last booster following such a course, a 
prophylactic dose of at least 1500 units of Tetanus Antitoxin, 
Wyeth, should be given. In grossly contaminated wounds, 
compound fractures or severe burns or if treatment is delayed, 
combined active-passive immunization may be indicated. Inject 
0.5 cc. of Tetanus Toxoid Aluminum Phosphate Adsorbed 
and at least 5000 units of Tetanus Antitoxin in another 
extremity. However, the Army experiences in World War II 
and the Korean incident, where complete reliance was placed on 
tetanus toxoid only, regardless of the extent or severity of 
wounds, refute the need for combined active-passive immuniza¬ 
tion in those having had a basic immunization series and 
properly spaced boosters. 6 - 8 

Precautions 

The intramuscular injections should be given either into the 


upper outer quadrant of the gluteus, the vastus lateralis, or 
the deltoid. Peripheral neuropathy may result from mechanical 
injury to nerve fibers or sheaths during injection; hence great 
care should be used to avoid major peripheral nerve segments. 11 

A separate syringe and needle adequately sterilized by boiling 
for at least 20 minutes or preferably by dry heat (160° to 175° C. 
for one hour) should be used for each patient to prevent trans¬ 
mission of homologous serum hepatitis and other infectious 
agents from one person to another. 

"The occurrence of an outbreak of poliomyelitis in one’s 
community is a signal for deferring elective immunization pro¬ 
cedures in individuals over the age of six months. Primary 
immunization and/or recall injections obviously cease to be 
elective procedures” when possible exposure to tetanus 
co-exists with an outbreak of poliomyelitis. 7 

Before the injection of any biological, the physician should 
take all precautions known for prevention of allergic or any 
other side reactions. This should include: a review of the 
patient’s history regarding possible sensitivity; and a knowledge 
of the recent literature pertaining to use of the biological 
concerned. 


Technic for Withdrawal and Injection 

Shake the vial vigorously before withdrawing each dose. 

Raise metal hood from stopper of vial. Apply antiseptic to 
rubber diaphragm of stopper. Draw up piston of properly 
sterilized syringe so that the barrel will contain an amount of 
air equal to the amount of antigen to be withdrawn from vial. 
Insert properly sterilized needle through sterilized rubber 
diaphragm until the point of the needle clears the rubber 
(and no further). Force down piston of the syringe, thereby 
causing sufficient air pressure within the vial to permit with¬ 
drawal of the dose. Then hold the syringe in a vertical position 
with needle and vial elevated and slowly withdraw the piston, 
thereby transferring the desired amount of antigen from vial 
to syringe. The skin should be prepared with a suitable germ¬ 
icide. After insertion of the needle, aspirate to make sure the 
point of the needle has not entered a vein. Expel the antigen 
slowly and terminate the dose with a small bubble of air 
(0.1 to 0.2 cc.). 4 ' 7 Injections must be administered promptly 
to prevent settling of the toxoid in the syringe. Do not inject 
Tetanus Toxoid Aluminum Phosphate Adsorbed intra- 
cutaneously or into superficial subcutaneous structures. Follow¬ 
ing administration of the antigen, there should be no pressure 
or vigorous manipulation at the injected site, nor undue 
muscular activity of the limb. However, very gentle massage of 
area immediately after injection is considered desirable. 

Flush the syringe after injection to prevent the remaining 
toxoid from drying within the syringe. 


Reactions 


Rarely do side reactions occur in young children. In older 
patients local redness, induration, tenderness and perhaps a

UF Settles Antitrust Suit 

BOSTON — A consent decree terminating 
the civil antitrust suit filed against United Fruit 
Company by the Department of Justice in 
1954 was entered February 4, 1958 by the 
United States District Court for the Eastern 
District of Louisiana, according to Kenneth H. 
Redmond, president of United Fruit Company. 

In entering into the consent decree the com¬ 
pany does not admit any violation of the anti¬ 
trust laws. The decree specifically recites that 
it is entered without any determination of 
issues of law or fact and without any admis¬ 
sions. 

The management felt that it was in the best 
interest of the shareholders to eliminate this 
extremely costly and burdensome litigation 
which would not have been finally disposed of 
for several years and would through a long 
period have required the close attention of the 
company’s responsible officers and personnel 
to the prejudice of their performance of normal 
responsibilities. With the antitrust suit settled, 
the company may now make such additional 
investments in Latin America as good business 
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may dictate and to continue its development 
and operations which have proved of such 
great value to the countries in which it oper¬ 
ates. 

By June 30, 1966, the company is required 
to submit to the court for approval a plan for 
the organization of a new subsidiary company 
to which it will transfer properties and assets 
reasonably calculated to enable the new com¬ 
pany to import 9 million stems of bananas per 
year. Within 4 years after approval of the 
plan by the court, the company will be re¬ 
quired to distribute the stock of the new com¬ 
pany to the shareholders of United in propor¬ 
tion to their stock holdings in United. There 
is no restriction on the retention of the stock 
of the new company by shareholders of United. 

In lieu of organizing a new company and 
distributing its stock to United’s shareholders, 
the company may elect to present a plan for 
the sale of assets reasonably calculated to en¬ 
able the purchaser to import 9 million stems 
per year or for the sale of a partial interest in 
the new company to a person willing to invest 
at least $1,000,000, and a distribution of the 


remaining interest to shareholders of United. 
The company has over 8 years within which to 
develop a satisfactory plan and up to 4 years 
after approval of the plan within which to 
complete its compliance. 

There are various other injunctive provisions 
of the type commonly included in consent de¬ 
crees. The company is given 8 years within 
which to dispose of its stock in International 
Railways of Central America. There are, how¬ 
ever, no provisions which seek to regulate the 
company’s operation of its properties and 
facilities in foreign countries or which other¬ 
wise materially affect its foreign operations and 
no provisions which deny to the company op¬ 
portunity for continued growth and develop¬ 
ment. 

Se Resuelve Litigio Contra la UF 

BOSTON — Kenneth H. Redmond, Presi¬ 
dente de la United Fruit Company, ha hecho 
la siguiente declaracion: 

Un auto para terminar el juicio civil fundado 
en las leyes que prohiben los monopolios, pro- 
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puesto por el Departamento de Justicia en 
1954 contra la United Fruit Company, fue 
dictado hoy por la Corte de Distrito Federal 
de Louisiana. 

La Gerencia consider a que fue en el mejor 
interes de los accionistas poner fin a tan costoso 
y gravoso litigio, que de otra rnanera no habria 
terminado en varios anos, y que al misrno tiern- 
po ha requerido atencion cuidadosa de los 
directores de la compania y de los empleados, 
en detrimento de la responsabilidad normal 
de sus actividades. Con la terminacion de este 
juicio, la compania estara en condiciones de 
hacer en Latinoamerica las inversiones adicio- 
nales que en bien del negocio sean recomen- 
dables y estara en capacidad de continuar 
desarrollando las operaciones que han sido y 
continuaran siendo progresivamente beneficas 
para las regiones en que trabaja. 

Para el 30 de junio de 1966 la compania 
debera someter a la Corte para su aprobacion 
el plan para organizar una compania subsi- 
diaria a la cual sean transferidos bienes en can- 
tidad suficiente que la pongan en condiciones 
de importar nueve millones de racimos de 
banano por ano. Dentro de cuatro anos, des¬ 
pues de que la Corte haya aprobado el plan, 
la compania debera distribuir las acciones de 
la subsidiaria entre los accionistas de la United, 
en proporcion a la cantidad de acciones que 
poseen en dicha United. No hay restriction 
para que los accionistas de la United conserven 
las acciones de la nueva subsidiaria. 

En lugar de organizar una nueva compania 
y distribuir sus acciones entre los accionistas 
de la United, la compania puede elegir pre- 
sentar un plan para la venta de bienes en can¬ 
tidad razonable que ponga al comprador en 
condiciones de importar nueve millones de 
racimos de banano por ano, o un plan para la 
venta de parte de las acciones de la nueva 
compania a una persona capaz de invertir por 
lo menos un millon de dolares, extendiendo el 
resto a nombre de los accionistas de la United. 
La compania tiene un plazo hasta de ocho anos 
dentro del cual va a desarrollar un plan satis- 
factorio, y un plazo hasta de cuatro anos, 
despues de aprobado el plan, para llevarlo a 
cabo. 

Hay algunos otros requerimientos de los 
acostumbrados en autos de esta naturaleza. Se 
le da a la compania un plazo de ocho anos para 
disponer de sus acciones en la International 
Railways of Central America. 

No hay, sin embargo, indication que tienda 
a regular las operaciones de la compania en 
las propiedades ni en las garantias de que dis¬ 
pone en otros paises, o, que de otra rnanera, 
afecte materialmente sus operaciones en el ex- 
tranjero, y, estipulacion alguna que le impida 
aprovechar las oportunidades para seguir cre- 
ciendo y desarrollandose. 

La aceptacion de dicho auto no implica que 
la compania ha violado las leyes que prohiben 
los monopolios. El auto recalca especifica- 
mente que la aceptacion no implica que hayan 
sido determinados asuntos legales o de hecho. 


Hartley Rowe Retires 

BOSTON — Vice President, Chief Engineer 
and Director of Research Flartley Rowe, one 
of UF’s most distinguished officers, has retired 
after 32 years with the company. He has 
been a member of the Board of Directors 
since 1950. 

Mr. Rowe achieved special distinction dur¬ 
ing World War II as a technical advisor to

General Eisenhower in the European theater, 
and as consultant to the director of Los Almos 
laboratory in connection with the design and 
procurement of the atomic bomb. Later, 
President Eisenhower appointed him to the 
General Advisory Committee of the Atomic 
Energy Commission on which he served from 
1946 to 1950. 

Mr. Rowe holds the nation’s highest civilian 
award — the Medal of Merit — awarded in 
1948 by President Truman. The White House 
citation made special mention of his develop¬ 
ment of amphibious cargo carriers used in 
landings in the European and Pacific theaters. 

Hartley Rowe was in England at invasion 
time and made several dangerous crossings to 
the continent after D Day. He was awarded 
the Bronze Star. Another gratifying honor 
came to him in 1947, an honorary doctorate 
of engineering from his alma mater, Purdue 
University, Indiana. 

Hartley Rowe was born at Goodland, In¬ 
diana. When young Hartley graduated, his 
ambition was to work on the Panama Canal 
project. In 1904 he joined the project as a 
civil engineer, and there followed 15 tough 
but exciting years for him in the canal zone. 
After serving as an engineering and construc¬ 
tion consultant with the Lockwood Green 
Company in Boston, he joined the United 
Fruit Company as chief engineer. 

Flis 32 years with the company have been 
packed with achievement —land recovery pro¬ 
grams, flood drainage schemes, systems of 
flood fallowing — and the overall engineering 
systems he developed for UF are still funda¬ 
mentally the same. 

Mr. Rowe married in 1908 the former Inez 
Oswald, whom he had known since their 
childhood. They have a daughter, Mrs. A. W.

Escuela Agricola Panamericana 

November Newsletter 

TEGUCIGALPA — Last week we had a visit 
by Sir Thomas Dalling of the United Nation’s 


FAO who, after making a tour of the school 
and commenting that he had seen nothing like 
it elsewhere in the world, rather unhappily 
said, “It’s too bad after the school was built, 
that the United Fruit Company did not endow 
it.” 

Sir Thomas was just as surprised as are 
most people when they learn that the United 
Fruit Company DID endow the school with 
$3,000,000.00 — which has since grown to 
nearly $5,000,000.00. 

Of all the questions we receive from visitors, 
the number one is: What is the United Fruit 
Company to the Escuela Agricola Panamerica¬ 
na and the Escuela Agricola Panamericana to 
the United Fruit Company? The answer is not 
easily understood because it involves the phrase 
“six million dollars plus” and the word “gift.” 
Even with TV’s Space Cadet teaching our 
children the meaning of “trillion,” it still is 
difficult to understand six million dollars — and 
this, and more, is what the United Fruit Com¬ 
pany has given to the Escuela Agricola Pan¬ 
americana, Inc. 

Our endowment and the Escuela Agricola 
Panamericana are supervised and controlled by 
our ten-man Board of Trustees — only two of 
whom are United Fruit Company employees. 
Thus, with control relinquished to the Board, 
the “six million dollars plus” becomes a true 
“gift.” 

We annually receive about $225,000.00 from 
our endowment, but costs us nearly this much 
again to operate. The deficit is made up an¬ 
nually by the United Fruit Company. 

The United Fruit Company, then, continues 
to support the school, an organization over 
which the company has no control (the com¬ 
pany, to underline the spirit of the gift, even 
refuses to employ our graduates!) and asks only 
one thing: That we give our Latinamerican 
students the best agricultural education 
possible.

TEGUCIGALPA — Durante una visita que 
hiciera recientemente Sir Thomas Dalling, 
distinguido personaje de las Naciones Unidas, 
por la Escuela Agricola Panamericana, se le 
ocurrio decir que “era una lastima el que des¬ 
pues de fundada la escuela, la United Fruit 
Company no la hubiese subvencionado”.

Great White Fleet Hero Dies— 
Captain Boyd 

NEW YORK — Captain Joseph Albert Boyd, 
who as master of the United Fruit Company's 
steamer Cape Ann was the first to reach the 
stricken Andrea Doria off Nantucket Island in 
July 1956, died January 23 at the Kew Gardens 
General Hospital, Long Island, after a year’s 
illness. 

Captain Boyd was born at Newry, County 
Down, Northern Ireland, in 1903 and was 
educated in Belfast. He emigrated to USA in 
the nineteen-twenties and subsequently became 
a naturalized citizen. He joined the United 
Fruit Company’s Great White Fleet in 1930 as 
a quartermaster. He had earlier spent three 
years with the Dunbar Molasses Company and 
the Munson Line. 

In 1933 he got his third mate’s ticket and 
served in several ships while rising in rank, 
until, in 1942, he became a master. During 
the war he served with distinction as captain 
of various UF ships, including the Tivives and 
Parismina, on the north Atlantic convoy route 
and in other theaters of operations. 

Captain Boyd’s home was at 68-09 Booth St., 
Forest Hills, Long Island. He leaves his wife, 
Eliabeth, their 15-year-old daughter, Vickie; 
five brothers and two sisters. 

Masonic funeral rites were held January 26 
at the Fox Funeral Home, Ascan Avenue, 
Forest Hills, followed by cremation. It was re¬ 
quested there be no flowers; in lieu of them, 
donations were sent to the Masonic Brother¬ 
hood Foundation Fund, Kilwinning Lodge, 
Claremont and Lafayette Avenues, Brooklyn, 
N. Y., and to the St. Rose’s Cancer Home, 
Hawthorne, N. Y.

Although he had spent most of his life in 
seagoing, the most dramatic experience of his 
career came to Captain Boyd less than two 
years ago. Shortly before midnight on July 25, 
1956, as master of the Cape Ann, en route from 
Bicmerhaven to New York, he received a radio 
message to the effect that two ships had col¬ 
lided some 15 miles away. Captain Boyd im¬ 
mediately altered course and while steaming 
towards the scene of the disaster readied his 
ship to receive survivors. That morning the 
Cape Ann took aboard 129 persons and ferried 
many more to the liner, lie de France, which 
had also reached the scene. 

For his part in that epic rescue, Captain 
Boyd received several maritime awards. These 
included the Merchant Marine’s Meritorious 
Service Medal, the United Fruit Company’s 
Gold Medal for Meritorious Service at Sea, and 
the Italian Government’s Cavaliero of the 
Order of Almerito della Republica. 

The Cape Ann and members of her crew 
received various honors, and Captain Boyd’s 
ship is now flying the Safety Achievement 
Pennant presented jointly by the Marine Sec¬ 
tion of the National Safety Council and the 
American Merchant Marine Institute. 

Muere Heroe de la Gran Flota Blanca: 
Capitan Boyd 

NUEVA YORK - El Capitan Joseph Albert 
Boyd, quien, siendo capitan del Cape Ann, 
de la UF, y fue el primero en llegar al lugar 
del naufragio del Andrea Dona, cerca de la 
isla Nantucket en julio de 1956, fallecio el 23 
de enero en el hospital general de Kew Gar¬ 
dens, Long Island, despues de pasar un ano 
enfermo. 

El Capitan Boyd nacio en Newry, del Con- 
dado Down, en la parte norte de Irlanda, en 
1903, y se educo en Belfast. El vino a Norte- 
america en la era de 1920, habiendo obtenido 
ciudadania estadounidense algun tiempo des¬ 
pues. En 1930 ingreso a la Gran Flota Blanca 
como ayudante de piloto, despues de haber 
pasado tres anos con la Dunbar Molasses Co. y 
la Munson Line. 

En 1933 fue ascendido al grado de tercer 
oficial, trabajando en varios barcos de la Com- 
panfa hasta llegar al grado de Capitan en 1942. 
Durante la guerra sirvio con distincion como 
capitan de varios barcos de la UF, inclusive el 
Tivives y el Parismina, cruzando el Atlantico 
por la ruta de los convoyes y otros mares. 

Aunque el habia pasado la mayor parte de 
su vida en alta mar, la experiencia mas drama- 


tica de su carrera le sucedio al Capitan Boyd 
hace menos de dos anos. Poco antes de media 
noche del 25 de julio de 1956, y siendo maestre 
del Cape Ann rumbo de Bremerhaven a 
Nueva York, recibio una llamada de socorro, 
al efecto de que dos barcos habian chocado a 
15 millas de donde el se encontraba. Inme- 
diatamente cambio su curso y, mientras se 
diiigia a la escena del desastre, empezo a acon- 
dicionar su nave para acomodar a los naufragos. 
Esa manana el Cape Ann recibio a bordo a 129 
personas y traslado a muchas otras al lie de 
France que tambien habia llegado a la escena. 

Por su actuacion durante este rescate epico, 
el Capitan Boyd fue objeto de muy merecidos 
hcnores de parte de la United Fruit Company 
y de otras organizaciones maritimas; entre los 
cuales: la Medalla de Servicios Meritorios de 
la Marina Mercante, la Medalla de Oro por 
Scivicio Meritorio en Alta Mar de la UF, y la 
Condecoracion de Caballero de la Orden del 
Mbrito de la Republica, impuesta por el Gobier- 
no Italiano. 

El Cape Ann y miembros de su tripulacion 
recibieron con dicho motivo varios honores, 
habiendosele conferido al Cape Ann la insignia 
de Seguridad, presentada al Capitan Boyd en 
conjunto por dos organizaciones: la Section 
Maritima del Consejo Nacional de Seguridad 
y el Instituto Americano de Marina Mercante. 

El Capitan vivia en 68-09 Booth Street, 
Forest Hills, Long Island. El deja a su Senora, 
Elizabeth, una hija de 15 anos, Vickie, a 5 
hermanos y dos hermanas.

NASAL LEISHMANIASIS AMERICANA IN PANAMA 

LUDWIG JAFFi, M.D. 

ALMIRANTE, PANAMA 

T EXTBOOKS of otolaryngology, as a rule, do not describe tropical conditions 
of the ear, nose, and throat. However, modern travel and war may bring 
patients suffering from such diseases to the temperate zone. In the United States, 
Fasal and Gradow 1 described a case of American leishmaniasis in the auricle of 
a laborer from El Salvador who had worked in Guatemala. Reipen 2 and Parten- 
heimer 3 reported from Germany involvement of the nasal mucosa in patients who 
had lived in Brazil. Thus, a short account of the condition, together with personal 
observation of eight cases, may be warranted. 

Affection of the nose has been reported from Panama in only one case, by Bates 4 
in 1913. Bates’s report concerned a patient from another region of the Republic 
of Panama (San Carlos, Los Santos Province). There is little doubt that Bates’s 
diagnosis of affection of the nasal mucosa was correct, even if rhinoscopy was not 
done. The term “Oriental sore” used by him is no longer applied to autochthonous 
leishmaniasis of the Western Hemisphere. 

ETIOLOGY 

The causal organism, Leishmania braziliensis, a protozoan parasite, is morpho¬ 
logically indistinguishable from Leishmania donovani and Leishmania tropica, the 
respective causal organisms of kala-azar (visceral leishmaniasis) and oriental sore 
(Aleppo boil, etc.). Sandflies of the genus Phlebotomus serve as transmitting 
vectors. 

GEOGRAPHICAL DISTRIBUTION 

The disease occurs in America from Yucatan, in Mexico, to Argentina, especially 
in the states of Sao Paulo and Bahia, in Brazil; in Peru and Paraguay, and in the 
West Indies. Local names for the disease in these areas are espundia, bubas brazili- 
ana, uta, pian bois, forest yaws, bosch yaws. However, these names are sometimes 
loosely applied. Stewart and co-workers * * reported one case of autochthonous 
American leishmaniasis in Texas. A few cases of mucosal involvement have been 
reported also from regions in which oriental sore is more or less endemic (Greece, 
Italy, Spain, and the Sudan). As a rule, however, the affection of the mucosa is 
found only in the New World. * 

PATHOLOGY 

The common lesions are in the skin and may consist in erythema, vesicle, papule, 
cauliflower-like growth, red plaque with raised edges, or ulcer. Ulcer of the auricle 
may result in the loss of a considerable part of the pinna (Fig. 1) ; it is known as

the “chiclero ulcer/' so named after the gum pickers of Central America. Most 
skin lesions are found on the limbs, the face, and auricles. Characteristic scars often 
result (Fig. 2). In the majority of the cases only the cutaneous lesions develop. 
Mucosal lesions of the nose, mouth, and even pharynx, larynx, and trachea (rarely 
of the eye and genitals) develop only in a minority, but in some endemic regions, 
like Paraguay and Sao Paulo, the percentage may be high among forest and planta¬ 
tion workers, who are exposed to the bite of the sandflies (Strong 5 ). There are 
no differences in age, race, or sex among equally exposed people. Most mucosal 
lesions appear from 6 months to 15 years after those of the skin. In about 10% 
of the cases the cutaneous lesions appear simultaneously with lesions of the mucosa 
(Pessoa 0 ). In only 5 of 1,791 cases which Villela 7 reported from Brazil did the 
patients declare that the intranasal lesions developed first. The dissemination from

the skin to the mucosa probably occurs through lymphogenic and/or hematogenic 
extension. Autoinoculation by the scratching finger has also to be considered. 
According to Pessoa, 6 cutaneous lesions occur in regions up to 2,800 meters above 
sea level and mucocutaneous lesions in the low regions in the forests. The initial 
lesion in the nose consists in hyperemia and, later, ulceration. The ulcers may spread 
and lead to extensive destruction. The external appearance of the nose may remain 
normal for a relatively long period, although internally a great deal of destruction 
may take place. Further progress may reduce the external nose to the apertura 
piriformis. Mattos Barretto f gives the following classification of the nasal lesions: 

1. Ulcerous-destructive form 

2. Atrophic form 

3. Infiltrative form 

4. Polypous form

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The ulcerous-destructive form is, of course, the most dangerous one. The 
atrophic form is characterized by dry mucosa and the formation of crusts. It may 
develop in the course of time or as a result of treatment. The infiltrative form may 
reach the middle turbinate but seldom surpasses it. The polypous form is charac¬ 
terized by tumor-like formations originating from the anterior part of the septum; 
it is usually unilateral. The polyps may be pedunculated, diffuse, or sessile (Fig. 3). 

HISTOLOGICAL FINDINGS 

Klotz and Lindenberg 8 reported from Brazil on histological examinations of 
15 cases of leishmaniasis of the nasal mucosa. In their experience, the most striking 
features were (1) the primary perivascular lymphocytic infiltration of the submu-

cosa; (2) the gradual dominance in numbers of the plasma cells and the endothelial 
cells; (3) the development of endothelial nodules, which become aggregated about 
the vascular channels; (4) the appearance of three types of nodules: (a) endothelial, 
( b ) necrosing, and ( c ) fibrous; (5) the presence of marked endarteritis, with occlu¬ 
sion of many vessels, and (6) the presence of the parasite within the endothelial 
cells in all stages of the disease. However, they were not able to find Leishmania 
organisms if the material had been fixed in formalin. For the demonstration of the 
parasite they recommend fixation in Zenker's solution or in mercury bichloride and 
alcohol. According to Pessoa and Barretto, 9 the parasites are numerous in the early 
stages of mucosal lesions but become increasingly difficult to find as the lesions 
become old and secondarily contaminated. The authors state that the parasite is 
nearly always intracellular but that it may lie extracellularly between cells which 
have been separated by edema resulting from subjacent inflammation. The type 
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of cell most commonly infected is the histiocyte, but parasites may occur in many 
other types of cells, including polymorphonuclear leucocytes and fibroblasts. Rudolf 
Jaffe 10 reported from Venezuela on the histological studies of 25 cases of nasal 
mucous membrane leishmaniasis. He observed epithelial proliferation and granula¬ 
tion tissue with infiltration of round cells, plasma cells, and typical Langhans giant 
cells, which were not found in nodules, as is the case in tuberculosis. Parasites were 
found more easily by Rudolf Jaffe in tissue smears after removal of the blood from 
the excised piece than in histological sections. In a personal communication to me, 
Prof. R. Jaffe confirmed Klotz and Lindenberg’s experience of the difficulty in 
finding parasites in formalin-fixed tissues. He recommends Bouin’s or Zenker’s 
solution. In his article, Rudolf Jaffe points out that the histological picture alone

does not allow one to make a definite diagnosis, but that the pathologist with experi¬ 
ence in the condition may be able to suspect leishmaniasis. The less experienced 
may mistake the findings for tuberculosis. 

DIAGNOSIS 

In the highly endemic areas the diagnosis seldom is difficult. In other regions, 
where the condition is less common, or in the case of persons who come from tropical 
countries to the temperate zone, it is important that the examiner think of the dis¬ 
ease. One has to remember also the fact that under tropical conditions not only one 
but several diseases may be present, for instance, syphilis and leishmaniasis or a 
malignant growth and blastomycosis. Other conditions which have to be considered 
in differential diagnosis are leprosy and yaws. Figure 4 shows a dermal lesion of 
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the nostril and upper lip. Leishmania organisms were found in the smear. However, 
the Kahn reaction was also positive. Lupus vulgaris of the skin and the mucosa of 
the upper respiratory tract is practically nonexistent in tropical countries but may 
be considered in persons who originally come from the temperate zone or who have 
resided there for a prolonged period of time. On examination of the nose, one should 
remember the changes described under pathology. Perforation of the septum is one 
of the commonest consequences of nasal leishmaniasis (Pessoa 6 ). In the mouth, 
the palate is the localization site of preference (Aguiar Pupo 11 ). In many cases of 
mucosal involvement a scar on the limbs or face, as sequelae of previous cutaneous 
lesions, will be present. The parasite may be found in scrapings from the lesions, in 
smears from excised tissue, or in histological sections, or it may be absent, as has 
been discussed above. Serological reactions are not reliable (Pessoa 6 ). Very help¬ 
ful in making the diagnosis is the intracutaneous Montenegro test. This is an allergic 
reaction which was introduced by Montenegro in 1926 12 and was based on the work 
of Wagener. 13 From 0.1 to 0.2 cc. of a suspension of a culture of Leishmania 
braziliensis in 0.4% phenol is injected intradermally. Within 48 hours there is a 
sharp local reaction, which persists up to several days. A moderately severe reaction 
and formation of a pustule are seen with greater frequency in Negroes. Such a 
positive reaction proves that the patient suffers or has suffered once from a Leish¬ 
mania infection. The allergy tends to remain for life; i. e., it persists in clinically 
cured cases. In very early infections the test is not reliable, but in such cases it is 
usually easy to find the parasite. As a rule, strong positive reactions are found in 
lesions of the mucosa and in old cases. False reactions are weak and disappear early 
(Pessoa)4 The test cannot be used to distinguish different forms of Leishmania, 
e. g., L. braziliensis from L. tropica (Wagener, 13 Montenegro, 12 Fasal and 
Gradow 1 ). 

TREATMENT 

Modern therapy began in Brazil with the introduction of antimony potassium 
tartrate by G. Vianna in 1912. This drug has to be given by intravenous injection, 
and untoward effects are common. At present stibophen (Neoantimosan), a triva- 
lent antimony compound developed originally in Germany by Bayer as Fuadin 
and sold now in Latin America under the name of Repodral by Winthrop Products, 
Inc., New York, is much used. It has the advantage that it is given by the intra¬ 
muscular route. Untoward effects are, in my experience, less pronounced than with 
antimony potassium tartrate, but they are not uncommon. The dosage for my 
patients usually conforms to the original manufacturer’s advice. For adults of 
average build the first dose is 3.5 cc., followed every second day by an injection of 
5 cc. until 10 injections are completed. If necessary, the course of injections is 
repeated after a lapse of one or more months. If general malaise, pains, etc., are 
too pronounced, the treatment is interrupted for several days, and/or the daily dose 
is reduced. Another preparation which is used in South America is dioxydiamido- 
arsenobenzol (Eparseno). It is made by Poulenc Freres, Paris. I have had no 
experience with this drug. 

Local treatment may be only symptomatic. For the removal of crusts, washing 
with sodium bicarbonate has been recommended. Local application of 1 to 2%

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antimony tartrate solution and cauterization with trichloroacetic acid or phenol have 
also been advised. Involvement of the larynx may necessitate tracheotomy. In my 
cases local treatment of the nasal lesions is omitted as much as possible in order to 
facilitate a therapeutic test. 

PROPHYLAXIS 

Prophylaxis consists in protection and measures against the vector: the use of 
chlorophenothane (DDT) and other insecticides, screening of houses, and the use of 
mosquito nets. Under primitive conditions it is often difficult to apply these meas¬ 
ures. Pessoa 6 reported on success with preventive vaccination. 

PROGNOSIS 

The prognosis depends upon timely and proper chemotherapy. Advanced ' j 

mucosal lesions sometimes respond poorly to treatment, and death may occur as a j 

consequence of respiratory complications and cachexia.

PERSONAL OBSERVATIONS 

All cases reported here were observed from 1944 to the time of writing in the 
hospital of the Chiriqui Land Company, Bocas Division, a subsidiary of the United 
Fruit Company, in Almirante, Panama. The Almirante area is almost entirely a 
settlement of company employees and their families and is situated on the Atlantic 
coast of Panama, near the border of Costa Rica. A part of the company’s farms is 
located on Costa Rican territory. The company is growing bananas, abaca (Manila 
hemp), and cocoa. Employees and their dependents number about 12,000. However, 
the approximately 2,000 inhabitants of the provincial capital, Bocas del Toro, and 
the people from private farms, as well as the Indian tribes of the province, all depend 
a great deal upon the hospital. Ethnically, the patients are mostly mestizos and 
Negroes, with Indians and Caucasians in the minority. The climate is that of a 
tropical lowland—hot and damp. Antimalaria measures have reduced the malaria 
morbidity among company employees and their families to less than 1%. Other 
hygienic measures conform also to the standards of American industrial medicine in 
the tropics. It is important to note that 35 species of Phlebotomus sandflies were 
identified in the Almirante area by the Gorgas Memorial Laboratory. 14 

Cutaneous leishmaniasis is frequently seen in people who live or have lived in 
the bush. The lesions correspond to those which have been described under pathol¬ 
ogy. In most cases they consist in ulcers of the skin of the exposed parts, nearly 
always old, neglected, and contaminated. Thus, the parasites are rarely found. In 
former years confirmation of the diagnosis of leishmaniasis depended mostly on the 
therapeutic test; the lesions were covered with an indifferent dressing, and, after 
exclusion of yaws and syphilis by the Kahn or V. D. R. L. test, antimony treatment ^ 

was instituted. The prompt healing under only this form of therapy clinched the \ 

diagnosis. One of the cutaneous cases was that of a young man who had a large 
ulcer, with raised edges on one foot. Almost the whole dorsal aspect of the foot was 
covered with large discolored granulations. A biopsy specimen was taken and sent 
to a laboratory in Panama City. The histological diagnosis was “tuberculosis.” 

General examination, including a roentgenogram of the chest and serological tests, 
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gave normal findings. No antituberculosis treatment was given, but antimony 
therapy was instituted. The lesions healed rapidly, with the exception of a small 
area, which later on was treated by plastic repair. This case is mentioned only 
because the error m the histological diagnosis has some bearing on two of the nasal 
cases to be reported below. The biopsy specimens taken in these cases were exam¬ 
ined in the same laboratory. The differentiation from tuberculosis in the histological 
picture has been discussed fully in Rudolf Jaffe’s article. 10 

Through Prof. Olimpio da Fonseca Filho, Director of the Instituto Oswaldo 
Cruz, Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, and Dr. Julio Muniz, Chief of the institute’s Depart¬ 
ment of Protozoology, the hospital procured in 1951 an antigen for the intradermal 
Montenegro test. Since then the test has proved to be as valuable here as elsewhere. 

REPORT OF CASES 

Case 1 . —An elderly West Indian Negro complained of a sore on the upper lip. On exami¬ 
nation, the interior of the nose was found to be filled with discolored granulations. The whole 
cartilaginous and cutaneous septum was destroyed. The tip of the nose was sagging downward. 
The lesions were spreading continuously to the upper lip. There was also an ulcer upon the 
uvula. 

The interior of the nose was swabbed, and the smear gave a negative result. Material obtained 
by biopsy from the intranasal granulations was sent in formalin to the above-mentioned labora¬ 
tory in Panama City. The histological diagnosis was tuberculosis. A roentgenogram of the 
chest was normal. The Kahn test was negative. All lesions disappeared promptly after 12 
injections of stibophen (Fuadin), all together 58.5 cc. Rhinoscopy after two years revealed a 
smooth mucosa with only a few crusts. 

Comment .—This patient was seen when I was less acquainted with leishmaniasis. 
Instead of swabbing the granulations, I should have done a tissue smear. Fixing 
the material in formalin has to be done, for external reasons. The error in diagnosing 
the histological findings as tuberculosis has already been discussed. The clinical 
findings, the mistaken diagnosis of tuberculosis, and the prompt and permanent heal¬ 
ing under antimony treatment leave no doubt about the diagnosis mucocutaneous 
leishmaniasis. The antigen for the Montenegro test was not available at that time. 

Case 2.—Mestizo boy. 

Family History .—Father operated on by me for chronic pansinusitis. 

Personal History .—Seen first by another doctor in 1944, when the patient was 9 years old. 
An ulcer in the nose was encountered. Kahn test was negative. Smear for Leishmania negative. 

Examined first by me in February, 1945, when rhinitis sicca was diagnosed. A smear for 
Leishmania was negative. The sinuses were normal. Kahn test again negative. Antimony treat¬ 
ment (stibophen [Repodral]) and application of an indifferent nose ointment resulted in improve¬ 
ment. In January and February, 1946, the patient was seen again for mild rhinitis sicca. In 
October, 1946, rhinitis anterior with formation of some granulation tissue was encountered. 

Histological Examination .—A biopsy specimen examined in the laboratory mentioned above 
showed tuberculosis but was negative for acid-fast bacilli. Roentgenogram of the chest normal. 
Kahn test negative. In April, 1947, the findings were noted as chronic rhinitis, with small 
granulations on the anterior part of the septum and the lateral wall of the nose. Smears for 
Mycobacterium leprae and Leishmania were negative. In May a right-sided dacryocystitis was 
found and improved after stibophen treatment. In November, 1947, the nose was entirely normal. 
In February, 1953, the patient complained about a catarrh of two weeks’ duration. Granulations 
were again encountered in the right vestibulum. The Montenegro test resulted strongly 
positive. V. D. R. L. test negative. Again, stibophen treatment was started, but had to be inter¬ 
rupted because of general malaise and pains in the limbs. It was resumed with a smaller dosage. 
In March of the same year the nose appeared normal. 
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Comment .—The case shows the tendency to recurrence in mucosal lesions and 
a certain resistance to treatment, which has been reported also by Pessoa. G Never¬ 
theless, there was always a response to antimony treatment. The diagnosis of tuber¬ 
culosis, always by the same laboratory, and the strongly positive reaction of the 
Montenegro test are to be noted. Of interest also is the affection of the lacrimal sac. 

Case 3.—A 14-year-old mestizo girl. 

History. _Had a skin lesion on the right cheek in early childhood. Complained of obstruction 

and bleeding from the nose for an undetermined period of time. 

General Examination ,—Large old scar over the right eye (Fig. 2), like a sequela of leish¬ 
maniasis. Otherwise, no findings of significance. Roentgenogram of the chest normal. V. D. R. L. 
test negative. 

0tolaryngotogical Examination .—Pus and many crusts in both nostrils. Granulations upon 
the anterior part of the septum, the lateral wall, and the floor of the right nasal cavity. These 
granulations had partly grown into small tumors. There were also very fine granulations on 
the anterior part of the septum in the left nasal cavity. Otherwise, upper respiratory passages 
normal. Roentgenogram of the sinuses normal. Smears from excised tissue negative for leish- 
mania. Montenegro test strongly positive. 

Biopsy .—Histological examination of formalin-fixed material by Prof. Rudolf Jaffe, M.D., 
Director of the Pathological-Anatomical Institute of the University of Caracas, Venezuela, was 
reported as follows: “Pieces of mucosa. The pavement epithelium is much broadened and forms 
large and small papillae toward the deeper layers, with epithelial pearls in some places. The 
subepithelial tissue consists of granulations with numerous capillary vessels and dense infiltration 
by all kinds of round cells. Among the latter there are in some places also numerous poly¬ 
morphonuclear leucocytes and plasma cells. Irregularly distributed giant cells similar to those 
of the Langhans type are also present. There is no formation of nodules. In some of the capil¬ 
laries and about them many polymorphonuclear leucocytes are encountered. This morphological 
picture is frequently found in leishmaniasis, and this diagnosis is the most probable one. Parasites 
were not found in the sections, but this happens very often.” 

Treatment .—Antimony therapy (stibophen) resulted in prompt healing of the lesions. Only 
some crusting remained, which was treated with an indifferent nose ointment. 

The patient was seen again six months after her discharge. Some crusting of the anterior part 
of the septum was encountered but no granulations or ulcerations. Eight months after her first 
admission, the results of examination were not remarkable. 

Comment .—In this case the biopsy specimen was examined by another pathol¬ 
ogist and the structures were found suspicious for leishmaniasis. The strongly posi¬ 
tive Montenegro test and the prompt healing under antimony therapy tally with the 
histological findings. As has been stated before, parasites are seldom found in sec¬ 
tions of old lesions. Also, the material had been fixed in formalin. 

Case 4.—A Talamanca Indian woman about 50 years old. 

History .—Nasal obstruction for five months. Pain and deafness in the left ear for one month. 

General Examination .—General examination, including roentgenogram of the chest, normal. 
No scars on the skin. V. D. R. L. test negative. Thick smear for malaria negative. Hypo¬ 
chromic anemia. Urine normal. 

Otolaryngological Examination .—Right nostril narrowed by scarring and some crusting; 
endoscopic examination impossible. Left nasal cavity contained hemorrhagic crusts. An ulcer¬ 
ation extended from the vestibulum backward on the lateral wall. This lesion made a full inspec¬ 
tion of the cavity impossible during the early period of observation, because of considerable pain. 
Only later on a moderately large perforation of the anterior part of the septum could be seen. 
There was slight reddening and possible thickening of the soft palate. The left drum membrane 
was moderately retracted. Roentgenogram of the sinuses was normal. Smears from excised 
tissue and from swabbing the nose showed Staphylococcus albus and were negative for Leish- 
mania and Klebsiella rhinoscleromatis. 
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Histological Examination .—Histological examination of a specimen fixed in formalin by Prof. 
Rudolf Jaffe, of Caracas, Venezuela, was reported as follows: “Granulation tissue infiltrated by 
leucocytes, round cells, and plasma cells. Many translucent cells which look like Mikulicz’ cells 
but are not quite typical. Scleroma? Malignancy can be ruled out.” 

Penicillin and, afterward, streptomycin treatment was without effect on the nasal lesions. 
Probably both drugs were dissolved in pyrogenic water, because fever was present during the 
first week, and the patient’s temperature dropped to normal after the discontinuation of this 
kind of therapy. The Montenegro test was strongly positive, with a pronounced inflammatory 
reaction. A full course of stibophen was now given, and prompt healing of all nasal ulceration 
resulted. Only slight crusting remained. The palate became normal, and the patient was dis¬ 
charged, free from all complaints. 

Comment .—The histological findings were not conclusive. Extensive ulceration 
speaks against scleroma. The strongly positive Montenegro test and the prompt 
healing under antimony therapy established the diagnosis of leishmaniasis. 

Case 5.—A 84-year-old West Indian Negro. Old large perforation in the cartilaginous and 
cutaneous nasal septum. Ozena of long duration, possibly secondary and due to the perforation. 
Two whitish scars on the left forearm and wrist. Kahn test negative in 1945 and 1949. 

The patient had been kept for several years in the “chronic ward” of the hospital because 
of old age, when a crusting lesion appeared in a reddened area near the tip of the nose. The 
Montenegro test was strongly positive, with formation of a blister. Under stilbophen treatment 
(37 cc. in 18 days) the skin lesion healed promptly. The ozena remained unchanged. 

Comment .—The strongly positive Montenegro test and the prompt healing of 
the skin under antimony therapy leave no doubt that the patient suffered from leish¬ 
maniasis. The large perforation in the cartilaginous and cutaneous septum was in 
all probability also due to the same condition. The dermatosis was a relapse of an 
old infection. A fresh infection in the screened hospital ward, which is treated with 
DDT at regular intervals, appears to be out of the question. 

Case 6.—A 65-year-old Negro woman from Jamaica, B. W. I. Admitted for influenza. The 
patient was not able to give a concise history. In former years, possibly in childhood, she suffered 
from a mutilating nose disease. 

Examination .—The anterior part of the external nose was partly destroyed and scarred. The 
scarring made inspection through the left nostril impossible; only a thin probe could be intro¬ 
duced. The anterior part of the septum was destroyed. There were no signs of an active patho¬ 
logical process in the nose. Montenegro test moderately positive. V. D. R. L. test negative. 
Roentgenogram of the chest normal. Leucoma of both eyes. Skin not remarkable. 

Comment .—The nasal lesions, together with the positive Montenegro test, speak 
for leishmaniasis. Yaws in which the serological reaction had become negative is a 
more remote possibility. 

Case 7.—A 20-year-old white Panamanian youth. Crusting in the anterior part of both nasal 
cavities, resistant to treatment with indifferent nose ointment. Slight swelling of the mucosa of 
the anterior part of the septum. Roentgenogram of the sinuses normal. V. D. R. L. test negative. 
Large old scar on the right leg. Montenegro test strongly positive. 

One series of stibophen injections was given. The dose had to be reduced partly to 4 cc. 
per injection because of untoward effects. One month after termination of the antimony therapy, 
to which, later on, application of the former nose ointment had been added, the nose appeared 
normal. 

Comment .—The scar on the leg together with the strongly positive Montenegro 
test do not leave any doubt that the patient had been infected by Leishmania. The 
only slight intranasal lesion was in all probability also due to leishmaniasis. 
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Case 8.—A 64-year-old Negro woman from Jamaica, B. W. I. This case has been published 
previously, 15 when the antigen for the Montenegro test was not yet available. Since the observa¬ 
tion of the patient was resumed later, when the test could be carried out, further description 
appears to be warranted. 

History. —Obstruction of the right nostril for two years. Protruding growth which bleed on 
touch present for one month. 

General Physical Examination.—A few spot-like depigmented areas noted on the anterior 
aspect of both legs. A white scar on the anterior aspect of the left leg. Kahn test doubtful. Other¬ 
wise general examination, including roentgenogram of the chest, entirely normal. Thick smear for 
malaria negative. Urine normal. 

0tolaryngological Examination. —The skin of the tip and the anterior third of the external 
nose was reddened, thickened, and slightly wrinkled. The skin of the inner aspects of the alae 
showed a similar appearance. From the right nostril a tumor of about walnut size, with a 
reddish, slightly irregular surface, was protruding (Fig. 3). On touch the growth bled slightly. 
Anterior rhinoscopy of the right nasal cavity was impossible. Anterior rhinoscopy of the left 
nasal cavity showed a bleeding ulcer of the anterior part of the septum. Posterior rhinoscopy 
and laryngoscopy not remarkable. Roentgenograms of the sinuses normal. Examination of the ears 
revealed an extensive defect in the helix of the left auricle, without any fresh lesion (Fig. 1). 
Otherwise no abnormal findings. 

Operation. —The tumor was easily removed with a cold snare. There was not much bleeding. 
The insertion of the pedunculated growth was found to be on the upper anterior part of the 
cartilaginous septum, near the vestibulum. No other lesions were seen in the right nasal cavity. 
Smears from fresh tumor tissue for Leishmania and Mycobacterium leprae were negative. 

Histological Examination. —Histological examination of tumor material fixed in formalin 
(Prof. Rudolf Jaffe, Caracas) revealed the following: Granulation tissue with many dilated 
vessels, partly infiltrated by large numbers of plasma cells, partly by many polymorphonuclear 
leucocytes, so that microscopic abscesses were formed. There was a moderately large number 
of giant cells, mostly like foreign-body cells, and a foreign body, the nature of which could not 
be determined. In other parts there were noduli with giant cells, as in tuberculosis. The histo¬ 
logical findings did not allow a definite diagnosis. 

During the following six months 72 cc. of stibophen was given, as well as 21 tablets (0.1 gm.) 
of quinacrine (Mepacrine; Atabrine hydrochloride). After two months the ulceration in the left 
nasal cavity healed completely, without any local procedure, and the skin of the external nose 
and the vestibulum had improved very much. After six months the nose was entirely normal. 
Since the Kahn test had been “doubtful” at the beginning of the observation, the V.D.R.L. 
test was done toward the end of the treatment period and results were negative. No antisyphilitic 
treatment had been administered. 

About one year after the discharge of the patient, and after publication of the first report, she 
returned with a recurrence of the dermatosis in the tip of the nose. Rhinoscopical examination 
was normal. Montenegro test was strongly positive, with a large inflammatory zone and forma¬ 
tion of blisters. The skin lesion of the nose healed under stibophen therapy only. 

Comment .—Antigen for the Montenegro test became available only after the 
patient had been discharged and the case had been published as a “probable polypous 
form of leishmaniasis of the nose/’ The strongly positive reaction of the intradermal 
test during the second observation and the healing once more of the cutaneous lesion 
after antimony treatment clinch the diagnosis. 

Mangabeira-Albernaz 16 was the first to publish, in 1925, observations on the 
polypous form of leishmaniasis. Reading his reports in the original, one encounters 
a striking similarity between some of his cases and the one reported above. 

The dermatosis of the tip and the anterior part of the nose looked like beginning 
rhinophyma. Rhinophyma in American leishmaniasis had been observed by Vein- 
temillas and Castillo, 17 and rhinophyma-like lesions in Oriental sore, by Quiruga, 
Curia, and Ursi. 18 
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SUMMARY 

American leishmaniasis occurs from Mexico to the Argentine. Lesions of the 
mucosa, especially of the nose, are more frequent in the southern countries of the 
New World than further north. They may lead to extensive destruction of the upper 
respiratory tract, and even endanger life. Occasionally the condition has been found 
also in the temperate zone in persons who have resided in endemic regions. Only 
one case of affection of the nasal mucosa has been reported in the past from Panama. 
To this the present communication adds eight further observations, one of which had 
been previously reported in part. The intradermal reaction of Montenegro has been 
found very helpful in making the diagnosis.
